Obama wants initial 
results from security 
review by next week 

Honolulu 

President Obama said Tuesday 
“a systemic failure” allowed the 
attempted Christmas Day attack 
on a Detroit-bound flight from 
Amsterdam. He called it “totally 
unacceptable.” 

The president said he wants pre- 
liminary results by Thursday from 
two investigations he has ordered 
to examine the many lapses that 
occurred. 

“There was a mix of human and 
systemic failures that contributed 
to this potential catastrophic breach 
of security” Obama said. 

It will take weeks for a more 
comprehensive investigation into 
what allowed a 23-year-old Nige- 
rian carrying explosives onto the 
flight despite the fact the sus- 
pect had possible ties to al-Qae- 
da, Obama said. 

“It’s essential that we diagnose 
the problems quickly” the presi- 
dent said, interrupting his vaca- 


tion for a second consecutive day 
to address the incident. 

The suspect, Umar Farouk 
Abdulmutallab, was on one advi- 
sory list, but never made it onto 
more restrictive lists that would 
have caught the attention of U.S. 
counterterrorist screeners. 

Obama said many things went 


right after the incident, with pas- 
sengers and the flight crew subdu- 
ing the man and government offi- 
cials working quickly to increase 
security. 

Obama singled out his home- 
land security secretary, Janet 
Napolitano, backing her much-crit- 
icized comments that the attempt-

Artists’ device helps 
migrants find water 
after crossing border 

San Diego 

A group of California artists wants 
Mexicans and Central Americans 
to have more than just a few cans 
of tuna and a jug of water for their 
illegal trek through the harsh des- 
ert into the U.S. 

Faculty at University of Cal- 
ifornia, San Diego are develop- 
ing a GPS-enabled cell phone that 
tells dehydrated migrants where 
to find water and pipes in poet- 
ry from phone speakers, regaling 
them on their journey much like 
Emma Lazarus’ words did a cen- 
tury ago to the “huddled mass- 
es yearning to breathe free” on 
Ellis Island. 

The Transborder Immigrant 
Tool is part technology endeav- 
or, part art project. It introduces 
a high-tech twist to an old debate 
about how far activists can go to 
prevent migrants from dying on the 
border without breaking the law. 


Immigration hardliners argue 
the activists are aiding illegal 
entry to the United States, a felo- 
ny. Even migrants and their sym- 
pathizers question whether the 
device will make the treacherous 
journeys easier. 

The designers are undeterred 
as they criticize a U.S. policy they 
say embraces illegal immigrants 
for cheap labor while letting them 
die crossing the border. 

“It’s about giving water to some- 
body who’s dying in the desert of 


dehydration,” said Micha Carde- 
nas, 32, a UCSD lecturer. 

The effort is being done on the 
government’s dime — an irony not 
lost on the designers whose sala- 
ries are paid by the state of Cali- 
fornia. 

“There are many, many areas in 
which every American would say 
I don’t like the way my tax dollars 
are being spent. Our answer to that 
is an in-your-face, so what?” says 
UCSD lecturer Brett Stalbaum, 33.

Sailor Who Survived Bombing of the USS Cole Dies 


West Palm Beach, Fla. 

U.S. Navy Petty Officer 3rd Class 
Johann Gokool lost his left foot 
when a bomb ripped a hole in the 
side of the USS Cole nearly a decade 
ago, but the injury was nothing 
compared with the mental torment 
that ravaged him almost daily. 

He returned home to Florida 
suffering severe post-traumatic 
stress disorder and frequent panic

Beijing 

China executed a British man for 
drug smuggling Tuesday, ignoring 
international pleas for clemency on 
the grounds he was mentally unsta- 
ble and warning London that its 
outrage threatened relations. 

British Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown said he was “appalled” by 
the execution — China’s first of a 
European in nearly 60 years. But 
Beijing dismissed claims by rela- 
tives and rights groups that Akmal 
Shaikh’s mental instability was 
exploited to lure him into smug- 
gling heroin into the country. 


Beijing’s insistence in carrying 
out the death sentence reflects both 
the communist government’s tra- 
ditional distrust of foreign inter- 
ference and its newfound power to 
resist Western pressure. 

With its rising global economic 
and political clout, China appears 


increasingly willing to ignore West- 
ern complaints over its justice sys- 
tem and human rights record. Chi- 
na’s leaders “feel freer than their 
recent predecessors to disregard 
world pressures,” said Jerome 
Cohen, an expert on China’s legal 
system at New York University. 


Recent weeks have seen China 
flex its new muscle repeatedly. 

Last week, a court sentenced Liu 
Xiaobo, the co-author of a political 
reform manifesto, to 11 years in pris- 
on in what rights groups called a 
rebuff to international pressure. 

Earlier in the month, China urged 
Cambodia to halt a U.N. refugee 
screening process. Subsequently, 
Phnom Penh repatriated 20 ethnic 
Uighur asylum-seekers accused of 
roles in western China’s unrest. 

Whereas in the past, the West 
may have held out its approval as a 
carrot for China to improve its record 
on human rights, analyst Kerry 
Brown said now countries like Brit- 
ain are eager to maintain ties. 

“There is a feeling that we have 
very limited leverage on China,” 
said Brown. Christopher bodeen (ap) 


Somali Pirates 
Hijack Tanker, 
Cargo Vessel 

Nairobi, Kenya 

Striking into the heavily patrolled 
Gulf of Aden, Somali pirates seized 
a British-flagged chemical tanker 
— the first merchant vessel to be 
hijacked there in nearly six months, 
the same day that a ship was taken 
by brigands in the Indian Ocean, 
officials said Tuesday. 

The double hijacking late Mon- 
day shows that, a year after an 
international naval armada began 
deploying off Somalia to protect 
shipping, piracy remains a prob- 
lem. Monday’s attacks occurred 
more than 1,000 miles apart.

Yemeni investigators pieced togeth- 
er the movements and contacts of 
the Nigerian suspect in the botched 
Christmas Day airline attack, ques- 
tioning the principal of a school 
where he studied for a second day 
on Tuesday. 

Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab 
spent two extended periods in 
Yemen, as recently as this month, 
said Yemen’s Information Minis- 
ter Hassan al-Lozy. Investigators 
said he spent at least part of the 
time studying Arabic at a school 
in the capital of San’a, where stu- 
dents and administrators described 
him as friendly and outgoing with 
no overtly extremist views.

U.S. officials have said he told 
investigators after his arrest that he 
received training in Yemen. 


The Yemeni information min- 
ister said the U.S. never shared its 
suspicions about Abdulmutallab 
with Yemen, a largely lawless 
country that has turned into a key 
stronghold for al- Qaeda. 

“We didn’t get any notice from 
the Americans to put this man on a 
list,” al-Lozy said. “America should 
have told Yemen about this man, 
as they have of others.” 

Abdulmutallab lived in Yemen 
for two different periods of time, a 
year from 2004 to 2005 and from 
August to December this year, he 
said.

Cost, mismanagement and privacy concerns slow efforts to upgrade screening 


Washington 

When alleged terrorist Umar 
Farouk Abdulmutallab casual- 
ly boarded his flight for Detroit 
on Christmas Day, he unwitting- 
ly confirmed repeated warnings 
about the chronic, costly short- 
comings of government efforts 
to create better systems to screen 
travelers for bombs, weapons and 
other threats. 

The incident follows a long 
series of public and confidential 
government findings that the mas- 
sive push for new high-technology 
systems often has fallen short, and 
that billions of dollars were being 
wasted on systems that do not work 
or are behind schedule. 

In the months after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks, federal offi- 
cials pledged to use information 
technology to identify terrorists, 
while also creating new machines 
that would automatically detect 
explosives, sense whether passengers 
were lying, and scan other materi- 
als for threats. 

The Department of Homeland 
Security and intelligence agencies 
have spent billions of dollars to 
develop security systems, includ- 
ing more than $795 million for 
development of high-tech check- 
point screening equipment. 

But government watch lists 
failed to identify Abdulmutallab 
as a likely terrorist, even though

his name was put in a govern- 
ment database after his father had 
warned officials that he could be a 
threat. And none of the high-tech 
screening equipment under devel- 
opment by the Homeland Security 
Science and Technology Director- 
ate was used to screen him. 

According to government 
reports, mismanagement of 
research, concerns about privacy, 
the high costs of installation and, 
in some cases, opposition from 
industry and Congress have hin- 
dered the widespread deployment of 
at least 10 different screening sys- 
tems at airports. 

Instead, Abdulmutallab merely 
walked through a standard screen- 
ing machine that cannot detect the 
type of plastic explosive that he 
allegedly carried in undergarments 
and tried to ignite aboard North- 
west Airlines Flight 253. 

Additionally, a plan that would 
have helped focus the development 
of better screening technology and 
procedures — including a risk-based 
assessment of aviation threats — is 


almost two years overdue, accord- 
ing to a report by the Government 
Accountability Office. 

Homeland Security officials 
have acknowledged the setbacks 
but say they are committed to over- 
coming them. They said that man- 
dates to minimize the impact of 
security on the aviation industry, 
the infrastructure challenges of 
installing equipment and persis- 
tent concerns about privacy have 
contributed to delays. At the same 
time, officials said, meaningful 
improvements have been made, 
including a cohesive workforce of 
screeners, better baggage detec- 
tion equipment and a relatively 
quick screening process. 

“Since 9/11, DHS and TSA have 
made significant improvements 
to aviation security technology. 
We are driven by the ever-evolv- 
ing threat environment to have 
adaptable, flexible technology that 
can address multiple threats,” said 
DHS spokeswoman Amy Kudwa.

You’ll be surprised at how 
things that seem routine to you 


are so interesting and cool to con- 
stituents.” 

Conner is Facebook’s evange- 
list in Washington, a social-net- 
working pro summoned by elect- 


ed officials and bureaucrats alike 
to teach them, free of charge, how 
to leverage Facebook — within 
strict government rules and secu- 
rity guidelines. 

Conner launched Facebook’s 
Washington bureau two years ago 
out of his apartment and is now one 
of three employees in the company’s 
Dupont Circle office. 

He believes that the sawier pol- 
iticians become with social net- 
working, the stronger democracy 
will be. “It’s better for us to have 
as many points of view,” Connor 
said. “Facebook is not a partisan 
platform.” 

One of the trickier parts of Con- 
ner’s job is helping congressmen 
and their staffers figure out how to 
exploit Facebook without breaking 
ethics rules set by the House Com- 
mittee on Administration. But per- 


haps the hardest part of Conner’s 
job is persuading elected officials 
to reveal the oddball minutiae of 
their lives. Roskam, who updates 
his campaign and official Facebook 
pages along with his staffers, isn’t 
so sure about posting items about 
his mundane doings.

Washington Capitals forward 
Brooks Laich squirmed from side- 
to-side, puffed his cheeks out and 
let go of a deep breath. 

It was time to express his 
thoughts on the trade that sent his 
former captain and next door neigh- 
bor in the Capitals’ locker room, 
Chris Clark, and defensemen Milan 
Jurcina to Columbus just hours ear- 
lier, and whether it had any effect on 
his team’s performance in a 6-3 loss 
to Carolina Monday night. 

“We’re professionals, we under- 
stand it’s a business,” said Laich. 
“I don’t think the trade had any- 
thing to do with the hockey game. 
Obviously they’re very good friends

Lost amid speculation about

College Football 

A majority of college football fans 
want to scrap the current Bowl 
Championship Series and replace 
it with a playoff system that’s sim- 
ilar to college basketball, accord- 
ing to a new national poll released 
Tuesday. 

The Quinnipiac University sur- 
vey shows 63 percent favor getting 
rid of the current system, while 
26 percent want to keep it. When 


asked how much they liked the 
bowl game process, the poll showed 
fans are mixed. 

“College football fans are not 
in love with the current system in 
which two teams that play for the 
national championship are picked 
by computers, sportswriters and 
coaches,” said Peter Brown, assis- 
tant director of the Quinnipiac 
University Polling Institute. “Set- 
tle the question on the field, voters 
say more than two-to-one.” 


While more fans may favor a 
playoff system, they don’t necessar- 
ily want Congress to get involved. 
The poll shows 48 percent believe 
it is a bad idea if federal lawmak- 
ers force college football to start a 
playoff system; 45 percent say it’s 
a good idea. 

Earlier this month, a House sub- 
committee approved legislation 
aimed at forcing college football to 
switch to a playoff system to deter- 
mine its national champion, (ap)

Zorn: No Sympathy for Campbell

It was definitely worth asking 
Jim Zorn on Monday about Jason 
Campbell’s postgame comments 
to Comcast SportsNet’s Kelli John- 
son. And the coach’s response was 
especially interesting. 

Zorn apparently didn’t hear 
Campbell’s say, “I’m very worried 
about the situation I’ve been put in. 
I’ve been hit so much, it’s not even 
fair,” but he still didn’t need much 
time to consider his response. In 
short: He’s not shedding a lot of 
tears over Campbell’s plight. 

“It’s a tough game, played by 
tough men,” Zorn said. “Nobody 
in the NFL, a player, is guaran- 
teed comfort of anything. It’s a 
hard game.” 


No one expected Zorn to lament 
the offensive line or praise Camp- 
bell for mustering the courage to put 
on his helmet each Sunday. After 
all, Campbell is being compensat- 
ed handsomely for this very task. 


Still, Zorn’s complete lack of sym- 
pathy for the situation was interest- 
ing, and I wonder if it doesn’t have 
a bit to do with Zorn’s personal his- 
tory as a quarterback. 

Campbell has been sacked 41 


teams this season. Only three play- 
ers have been sacked more often: 
Aaron Rodgers (50), Ben Roethlis- 
berger (47) and Matt Cassel (42). 

Zorn, a former quarterback 
in Seattle, played two seasons in 
which he was sacked 44 times, 
leading the league in the omi- 
nous category in 1978. Playing for 
the expansion Seattle Seahawks, 
behind a terrible line, Zorn knows 
what it’s like to be knocked around 
a bit — and he knows how tough it 
is find your feet, get behind center 
and do it again. He also knows it’s 
rare to be a starter in the NFL. 

“I would bet if you went and 
interviewed him, he would not 
want it any other way,” Zorn said 
of Campbell. “He would want to 
be the starting quarterback here 
regardless of it being fair or not fair. 
I think it’s a real privilege, and it’s 
a treat to be the quarterback of the

This modern blaxploitation spoof 
is teeming with music. Adrian 
Younge’s 15-track score largely 
transcends silliness by loving- 
ly recreating a vintage funk feel. 
A second disc, sold separately, is 
a treasure trove of 1970s temp 
music.

HANS ZIMMER (WATERTOWER MUSIC) 
Hans Zimmer doesn’t give this hol- 
iday blockbuster a canny, heroic 
theme. He goes for something more 
challenging instead. There are plen- 
ty of short, furious violin notes, and 
there’s also some devilish good fun, 
as instruments twist, screech and 
take unexpected left turns.

Seth MacFarlane 
explains how he 
spoofed ‘Star Wars’ 

DVD 

Seth MacFarlane, 36, created 
“Family Guy,” Fox’s animated sit- 
com, which this year was nom- 
inated for a prime-time Emmy. 
Fox just released the DVD “Fami- 
ly Guy: Something, 
Something, Some- 
thing Dark Side,” 
a follow-up to the 
2007 “Blue Har- 
vest” episode that 
spoofed the “Star 
Wars” franchise. 

Why do an extended “Star Wars” 
parody? 

Everybody knows “Star Wars” — 
at least, everybody in our audience. 
And Lucasfilm is probably the only 
company out there right now that 
is progressive enough to allow this. 
Certainly we would have a laugh 
doing this with “Indiana Jones” or 
“Wrath of Khan.” But I can’t imag- 
ine in a billion years that Paramount 
would give us permission. 

So you actually cleared this with 
George Lucas? 

The first episode came about 
because we were doing so many 
“Star Wars” gags that finally Fox’s 


legal department said, “Hey, we got 
to start clearing this with Lucas or 
we’re gonna get sued.” We got very 
depressed and thought, “Well, this 
is it.” But to our surprise, Lucasfilm 
said: “OK, you can do it, just make 
sure the characters look exactiy like 
they do in the movies.” 

But Stewie doesn’t exactly look 
like Darth Vader. 

Other than the distortion to fit 
Stewie’s head, the helmet is pretty 
much the same. The Stormtroop- 
ers look like Stormtroopers. 


Except yours are wearing mesh 
shirts. 

Exactly. They’re dressed a lit- 
tle gayer. 

You have fun ridiculing Fox for let- 
ting Lucas take all the merchan- 
dising rights. 

We actually didn’t get a single stu- 
dio note on that. Fox is notorious 
for having a very thick skin about 
taking shots at themselves. 

You’ve made some powerful 
enemies along the way. The Parents 


Television Council consistently 
attacks your show. 

I always thought it would be 
funny to have the Parents Televi- 
sion Council write an episode of 
“Family Guy” and give them full 
creative control. 

How often do the Fox censors tell 
you that gags have to come out? 

Very often. About half the jokes that 
are on our standards list in every 
episode don’t make it. 

You raised another firestorm by 
suggesting that Stewie is gay. 

No, that was a journalist printing 
only part of the comment and mak- 
ing a story out of it. I said we had 
written an episode at one point in 
which Stewie comes out of the clos- 
et. But we scrapped it because we 
felt like we got a lot more mileage 
out of him being uncertain. 

Carol Burnett sued you over a 
parody of her famous cleaning- 
lady character. Do you think she 
has a sense of humor? 

I would certainly hope so. I was at 
the Creative Arts Emmys this year, 
and Carol Burnett was one of the 
presenters. And when she came 
out, everyone gave her a stand- 
ing ovation, including me. It was a 
moment that you only get in Holly- 
wood: Giving a standing ovation to 
somebody who sued you a year ago.

Year in Review 

A glance back at the television of 
2009 recalls a few unexpected tri- 
umphs and a major failure that vir- 
tually everyone saw coming. 

Rarely does a single show 
become a wrecking ball for an 
entire network. NBC’s decision to 
air “The Jay Leno Show” (NBC) 
five nights a week easily ranks as 
the worst move of year. Cynical, 
shortsighted and flagrantly cheap, 
it reflects corporate “thinking” at 
its worst. 

The best new show, “Modern 
Family” (ABC) restored faith in the 
sitcom and proved that the fake- 
documentary format could tran- 
scend the merely sardonic to cele- 
brate a shared humanity. 

Arguably, the most memorable 
moment of the television year did 
not air on American television at 


all. Susan Boyle’s debut on “Brit- 
ain’s Got Talent” became the You- 
Tube clip seen ’round the world. 

The Boyle moment showed how 
even the reality-TV genre, with its 
emphasis on exhibitionism and 
cruelty, could produce a Cinderel- 
la moment. This sentimental trend 
also helped “Glee” (Fox), a fantasy 
series that celebrates high school’s 
outcasts, to become one of the more 
popular new series of the year. 


As much as programmers try 
to sell cynicism and mean-spir- 
ited stupidity (“Jon & Kate,” “Jer-

North Carolina ski 
resorts revel in an 
early blast of snow 


Destinations 

Skiers in North Carolina have an 
unusual treat this year: The Blue 
Ridge Mountains are dressed in 
winter white from an early snow- 
storm coating native rhododen- 
drons in iridescent crystal ice and 
creating a solid base on the slopes. 
The ski resorts and snow guns are 
going full bore. 

The largest and best known ski 
areas are Sugar Mountain and Ski 
Beech, along with nearby Appala- 
chian Ski Mountain that has a run 
playfully called “Candied Appal.” 

These areas boast well-groomed 
trails, crisp, clean air and views 
that won’t quit. At the tops of these 
mountains, you’ll see the epon- 
ymous blue-gray haze swirling 
around gently undulating peaks. 
Beginners have no trouble finding 
ample room and more than enough 
runs to keep them busy. 

A couple hours away are Wolf 
Ridge ski area and Cataloochee, 
which offers skiing in the winter 
and horseback vacations in the 


summer. The elevations range from 
about 4,000 to nearly 6,000 feet. 

“It’s all about having fun here,” 
Cataloochee’s Tammy Brown said. 

These ski spots offer much more 
than skiing. There’s snow tubing, 
ice skating — Sugar has a 10,000- 
square-foot outdoor rink — and 
even zip -lining. Nearby Hawk- 
snest describes itself as the big-

LAS VEGAS: You don’t have to go 
all the way to the Strip to gamble 
in Vegas. McCarran Airport has 
nearly 1,300 slot machines, and 
they generated over $30 million 
in revenue for the airport in the 
last fiscal year, according to air- 
port spokesman Chris Jones. 

ANCHORAGE, ALASKA: Ask for 

directions at Ted Stevens Anchor-

Bubbly, Bubbling on the Stove 


Champagne brings 
fizz to risottos and 
roasts as well as to 
New Year’s toasts 

Cooking 

Whether New Year’s Eve means 
spooning on the sofa or sashay- 
ing at a swank bash, rituals rule 
the night (midnight kisses, Dick 
Clark’s grin). Yet nothing says 
“Howdy, 2010!” like the pop of a 
cork. Fizzy wine on Dec. 31 is as 
inevitable as dashed resolutions by 
MLK Day. But bubbly doesn’t just 
belong in clinking flutes. Chefs 
say Champagne (or any sparkler) 
brings flair to food, too. 

“Champagne always feels lux- 
urious in cooking,” says Katie Lee, 
ex “Top Chef’ host and author of 
“The Comfort Table” ($26, Simon 
& Schuster). “A dish with bubbly in 
its name makes guests go ‘oooh.’” 
Lee poshes up gelatin by subbing 
sparkling wine for the water (think 
grown-up Jell-0 shots). 

Champagne’s cachet stems from 
an elite pedigree. Legally, only spar- 
kling wine produced in France’s 
Champagne region can bear the 
C-word. Still, for an exclusive elixir. 
Champagne is versatile, says per- 
sonal chef Paul Schneider (Chef- 
paulcooks.com). “There are many 
different ways to cook with it.” 

Schneider teaches an annu- 
al December class on cooking 
with Champagne at Bethesda’s 
L’Academie de Cuisine. This year, 
his menu included shitake-leek- 
Champagne soup (see right), salad 
in Champagne vinaigrette, grouper 
in Champagne sauce and caramel- 
ized apples with cake and Cham- 
pagne sabayon (sweet custard). 

French laws aside. Champagne 
is, simply, wine that sparkles. And 
like vino, bubbles — be they Span- 
ish cavas or Italian proseccos — 
complement each dish, says Sebas- 
tian Zutant, sommelier at Proof (775 
G St. NW; 202-737-7663). He likes 
zesty Champagnes with salads or 
carpaccio and richer, Chardonnay- 


based Blanc de Blancs with pasta 
(try Virginia’s Thibaut-Janisson). 
Similar ideas work cooking with 
champers: Kick up vinaigrettes 
with light sparklers; use heavier 
blends in main-dish sauces. 

Still, some pros believe boil- 
ing Champagne falls flat. “I don’t 


cook with Champagne. Its beau- 
ty is effervescence. Once heat- 
ed, it becomes still,” says Bryan 
Moscatello, executive chef of Stir 
Food Group (Stirfoodgroup.com), 
a family of D.C. restaurants includ- 
ing Potenza and Zola. On the other 


hand, Moscatello thinks pour- 
ing sparklers into a sauce makes 
sense if you sip from the same bot- 
tle at dinner. 

Chef Ris Lacoste, who just 
opened an eponymous resto in 
D.C.’s West End (2275 L St. NW; 
202-730-2500), suggests always 


cooking with the type of wine you 
plan to have with your meal. “Look 
for a connect between drinking the 
glass and eating the food,” she says. 
Sometimes she subs Champagne 
for white wine in risotto. 

Nicholas Stefanelli, chef at new 


Italian cafe Bibiana (1100 New York 
Ave.; 202-216-9550), uses prosecco 
(Italian sparkling wine) to deglaze 
roasted dorade, then splashes more 
on the fish just before serving. 

But perhaps the easiest trick? 
“Pour Champagne over sorbet,” 
says chef Tracy O’Grady, of Arling- 
ton’s Willow (4301 N. Fairfax Dr.; 
703-465-8800). “You get bubbles 
and acidity, and if you do sorbet in 
a color, it will fizz and bleed.” 

Sure, Jan. 1 grogginess maybe 
as inevitable as obnoxious noise- 
makers at U Street bars. Just be sure 
supper isn’t the culprit by buying 
better bubbly. “Good Champagne 
is a necessary indulgence,” Lee 
says. “There’s nothing worse than 
a headache from the cheap stuff.”
